hours continued as rela- 
tives and families of miners known 
to have been in the mine when the 
blast occurred waited expectantly 
for news of their loved ones. 


ilany of these men, it was believed, 
had reached the surface in safety 
through the runway connecting the 
mine with mine No. 2, and had re- 
entered the workings to help in res- 
cue work 
without communicating 


with company officials or relatives. 


The anxious relativ es however, 
kept their watch about mine mouth 
all night long, refusing to quit their 


of the mine and were rescued unin- 
jured at 7.30 o'clock last night. 


Of the known dead only 18 had 
been identified early today. 


Of the dead 35 were white men; of 


the injured 80 percent are negroes, 
according to company official1;. 


At least 50 men who are listed In 


the casualties j were either killed or 
mjuied when a tram of trip cars run- 
ning wild from the tipple crashed 
into the mine yard in the main 
entry. This accident caused the snap 
ping of an electric cable, which in 
turn set off the dust which resulted 
in the explosion. The concussion 
rocked the earth for miles around 
and occurred so nearly Simultaneous- 
ly with- the accident which produced 
it that the victims were not aware 
what was happening. 


At dawn the weary watchers about 
the pit appeared to renew hope that 
the missing might be found, despite 
announcement that "all the live per- 
sons" had been removed. White and

Aside from the controversy over 


the railroad labor board, the immedi- 
ate manifestation of difficulty is the 
car shortage which exists, particu- 
larly in the 
western part 
of the 


country . The American Railway 


association estimates a shortage of 
between 150,000 and 200,000 cars of 
all sorts, and the 
railroad execu- 


:ives say that there is no remedy 
for the shortage which can be ap- 
Dlied now. The country must get 
through the 
emergency the 
best 


way it can. taking such loses as 
are unavoidable and possessing it- 
self in patience until a permanent 
solution can be found. 


The American transportation sys- 
tem runs 
quite smoothly in fair 


weather when 
traffic is not 
too 


heavy and when there are no ab 
normal difficulties in the way. Just 
as soon as there is something un- 
toward happens, however, it gets all 
cramped and tied up like a man with 
a bad case of rheumatism. 
Unfor- 
tunately the comparison ends there 
for in the case of the 
victim of 


rheumatism he is the only one who 
suffers, but when the railroads get 
in condition such that they cannot 
function normally everybody suf- 
fers. 


Instead 
of taking a

ARMY APPROPRIATION 


Editor, The Advocate:—With the 
convening of a special 
session of 


Congress, this week, matters of na- 
tional defense will again come up 
for consideration. 
One of the most! 


important of these, although perhaps 
little heard of by the general puo- 
lic, has to do with the number of 
non-commissioned officers 
in 
the! 
regular army, particularly in thei 
three higher grades. 


Under the national defense act of 


1920, 
one of the chief missions as-, 
signed the regular army, is that of! 
providing efficient instructors fo 
the national guard, and the organize< 
reserves including the reserve offi 
cers training corps. 
This mission 


of necessity requires the services 
a large body of the most enthus 
iastic, high trained men which the 
regular service can supply over an< 
above the normal requirements neces 
sary to keep the regular organiza 
tions up to the high standard expect 
ed and required 
of active 
firs' 
line troops. 


In its provisions for meeting these 


new obligations and 
requirements 


brought about by the lessons learn 
ed in the World war, the national 
defense- act prescribed the number 
of non-commissioned officers of each 
grade, not by specific number, but 
on a percentage based on the total 
•misted strength of the then author 
zed regular army of 280,000. At the 
latter figure, these percentages' fix- 
ed In the law met requirements of 
non-commissioned officers, not only

and stir until the mixture begins to 
thicken. tCook 10 minutes. Add egg 
slightly beaten and cook five min- 
utes.

END STUDY OF CROP 
LABOR REQUIREMENTS 
Wide differences as, to what con- 


stitute a good day's work on farms 
in different paits of the state are 
being uncovered by rural economists 
of the Ohio SUite university in an 
inquiry on crop labor requirements, 
now drawing to a close. 


A main purpose of the inquiry, ac- 


cording to C. R. Arnold, extension 
economist, is to get figures that will 
enable 
the farmer who keeps ac- 


counts more accurately to charge in 
his labor «osts. Again, it is expect- 
ed to provide a table as to just how 
many acres, on the average, each 
man and team ought to cover in a 
day of plowing, harrowing, seeding, 
and harvesting different crops. Fin- 
ally, the results should show how 
much more some farmers who use 
larger implements on larger fields, 
get done in a day than others whose 
fields are so small that the teams or 
tractors must continually be turn- 
ing, and whose equipment is anti- 
quated. 
For example, results alreeady now 


complied show that 25 western Ohio 
farmers who have scrapped one-row 
cultivators and are using double-row 
machines are cultivating an average 
of 90 per cent more corn a day. 
Three 
hundred and 
twenty-four 


Ohio farmers in four counties sup- 
plied the facts for the survey. The 
four counties were chosen as repre- 
sentam e of the leading: farming sec- 
tions of the State. 
Perry county 
represents the southeastern hill sec- 
tion; Seneca is taken as the typical 
farming countj of northwestern Ohio: 
Trumbull represents hilly land to 
the northeast, and Mercer, a prairie 
county on the Ohio Indiana border, 
supplies representative data for that 
region.
